TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 


These are the demands of the black students. 


1. "That the Hearing Committee and its subsequent proceedings be 
totally and publicly rejected. 


26 That the Administration arrange a meeting of themselves, 
Professor Anderson and ourselves to settle the composition of 
a Hearing Committee, the procedures under which any such hear- 
ing will be conducted and the date and time of such a hearing. 


3e That any such meeting with the Administration be held in an 
atmosphere free of all threats of reprisals and ether punitive 


measures, juridical, educational or otherwise. 


4. That due considerations be given to those Caribbean students 
who have lost study.time due to their brotherly devotion to this 


case over the last few months. 


be That all criminal charges against Black students be dropped 
immediately." 
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
